and claimed that the granting of these pulp concessions 
had brought into the province fully $20,000,000 of capital 
in this and kindred industries.

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ACTIVE DEMAND FOR PAPER. 


Mills Are Well Supplied With Orders—Some Mill Agents 
and Some Jobbers Say That Trade Is 
Slacking Up a Little. 








News paper continues to hold the lead in point of de- 
mand in the New York market. The other grades are all 
moving fairly well, although some complaint is heard 
about new business being scarce. But in regard to news 
paper there is no doubt that the market is very firm at 
about the old figures of 2.30 cents for rolls and 2% cents for 
sheets. The manufacturers still say that they do not want to 
make contracts at any price until the labor outlook is again 
serene. Up to date no decision has been reached in re- 
gard to hours of work, so the manufacturers cannot pre- 
dict what their paper will cost them for the ensuing year. 
They are therefore unwilling to make contracts. It hap- 
pens, however, that there are very few large contracts to 
expire within the next month or two. Book papers are 
not as active as they have been. Still, there is a steady 
but not an eager demand for book. As yet the old quota- 
tions of 334 cents for machine finished and 3% cents for 
super are reported as the ruling figures. Shipments from 
some of the mills are now said to be made on compara- 
tively short notice. Manilas are in fair demand, but the 
movement is not as large as either the jobbers or the mill 
agents would like to see it. Fibre papers are a little 
firmer this week. Certain widths of butchers’ manila are 
reported scarce. In tissues there is practically no change. 
This week a few of the manufacturers ventured the opin- 
ion that wood manilas were just a shade firmer in sym- 
pathy with news paper. There has, however, been no 
change in the selling prices. Writings, like all the other 
kinds, except news paper, are a little more quiet than they 
were a short time ago. All the writing mills are still 
pretty well supplied with orders. Boards continue in very 
good demand... Last week the American Straw Board 
Company made an advance of $2 per ton on its boards for 
all new business. The National News Board Company 
put up its prices $2.50 per ton.

The strike among the Boston teamsters, which started 
in on Monday of last week, was terminated Thursday night 
through the efforts of Gov. W. Murray Crane, and since 
then trade and traffic have been readjusted, so that busi- 
ness is now going on without much, if any, friction. Busi- 
ness with the local paper jobbers opened up quite briskly 
this week. Trade with the paper mills’ is fairly active. 
Some of the manufacturers claim that business so far this 
month has been better than during the previous month. 
Since the close of the teamsters’ strike mill deliveries have 
been coming along more regularly, out of town shipments 
to this city having been withheld pending the strike on 
orders from the railroad companies. Manufacturers say 
that their productions are moving along very freely, so 
that they have no mill accumulations.

THE WISCONSIN STRIKE. 


The Situation Unsettled—No Further Progress Reported—The 
Continuance of the Shorter Hour Schedule 
After April 1 in Doubt. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., March 17, 1902.—There are no new de- 
velopments of importance in the strike situation on the 
Fox River. The same may virtually be said of the condi- 
tion on the Wisconsin River, though there is more going 
on there than here. On the Fox River it must be admitted 
that the men have not succeeded in gaining their point. 
One new development here was the initiation into the Ap- 
pleton Lodge of the Brotherhood Saturday night of forty- 
seven women and girls employed in the various paper mills. 

Brotherhood Organizer Hamilton, who is conducting 
operations on the Wisconsin River, has been reinforced 
by D. L. Sullivan, of Holyoke. Up to this time the strike 
has not been exténded any further than the two mills orig- 
inally affected, and the efforts of the contending parties 
seem to be expended, the one to get the men out, and the 
other to get them back again. There has been a good deal 
of hauling this way and that, the last event being last Sat- 
urday night, when about a dozen men, including one ma- 
chine tender, again quit at the mill of the Wisconsin River 
Pulp and Paper Company. The company representatives 
say they are getting tired of this kind of thing, and they 
purpose getting entirely new men from the East to take 
the places of the old operatives. 

The Grand Rapids Pulp and Paper Company, of 
Grand Rapids, last week discharged a half dozen men 
who were suspected of an intention to strike, and their 
places were filled by others. Up to this time there has 
been no strike at this mill. It is said that a strong effort 
was made by the union interests to precipitate a strike at 
the mill of the Nekoosa Paper Company, but the major- 
ity of the lodge members would not agree to it. 

The Winnebago Paper Mills, of Neenah, reports that 
its second machine, which has been undergoing rebuild- 
ing since the strike began, is just about ready to run and 
will be started this week. It is understood that the com- 
pany is getting new men, said to be coming from the 
East, to operate this machine, and it expects no difficulty 
in starting it and keeping it running. 

As the ist of April approaches the question becomes 
pertinent as to what is to become of the shorter hour 
schedule under which some of the Fox River Valley mills 
are now operating and have been since January 1, under 
the agreement with the Brotherhood that it was to be an 
experimental proceeding, whose continuance would be 
dependent upon the success of the Brotherhood in bring- 
ing all competing mills into the same arrangement. It 
seems evident that the Brotherhood will be unable to 
bring about the arrangement by April 1, as, leaving out 
of consideration altogether the result of the effort that 


* has been made in this valley, the great majority of the 


mills in other States which compete for business with 
those of Wisconsin are still running under the old long 
hour schedule with little probability of a change by 
April 1. In talking with a prominent Fox River manu- 
facturer of this matter to-day, he said to your corre- 
spondent: 

“The men agreed to go back to the long hour system 
April 1 if our competitors had not granted the shorter 
hours by that time. We assume that this is what they 
will do voluntarily, in fact I have heard intimations from 
some of them that this is what they expect to dao We 
have lived up to our part of the agreement and we do not 
see how the men can afford to do otherwise than carry 
out their part of the agreement.” 

A number of the new men who were brought to 
Neenah to work in the mill of the Winnebago Paper 
Mills are eating and sleeping in apartments in the second 
story of the company’s large office building, within a 
stone’s throw of the mill. When the men came to town 
and attempted to find places to board they were told 
they could not be accommodated. Some were taken for 
a day or two and then told they must go somewhere else. 
The inconvenience became so great that the company 
finally provided for them as stated. Some of them were 
arrested for carrying concealed weapons. The company 
has taken upon itself the contesting of some of these 
cases, especially two which are to come up this week, in 
which it is alleged the line of defense will be that the 
weapons were not concealed, the defendants admitting 
the carrying of revolvers, but alleging they were carried 
in such a way as to be exposed to view, and that this is 
not in violation of the law. Fox River.

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BUSINESS TROUBLES. 


Hoefer, Meinken & Baeck Company Assign—Mecting of 
Creditors of Sachs & Co.—Receiver for 
0. A. Dorman Company. 


The Hoefer, Meinken & Baeck Company, manufacturer 
of wall paper at Nepera Park, Westchester County, N. Y., 
with an office at Nos. 148 and 150 West Twenty-third 
street, New York, made an assignment on Monday to How- 
ard Wilson. Herman Hoefer is the president and treas- 
urer. The business was established in 1895 and was 
incorporated in October, 1898, with a capital stock of 
$200,000, but has had no rating at Bradstreet’s since 
May, 1901. Henry Meinken, one of the directors, died 
on February 9 last, but it is said that his death did not 
affect the company, as he had not given personal atten- 
tion to the business for a year previously. He was a 
wholesale liquor dealer. Herman Hoefer, the president, is 
a well-known real estate operator, and it is stated that the 
assignment of the company has nothing whatever to do 
with his personal business. Competition in the wall paper 
trade has been keen and the company met with some large 
losses in the past year by the failure of others. The lia- 
bilities are not definitely known, but are reported to be 
less than $100,000. Tison, Goddard & Brewster, the at- 
torneys, said on Monday that they could not state the 
assets and liabilities at present, but would do so as soon 
as the schedules were made up. They said that the assign- 
ment was due to poor business and no money to meet 
some pressing obligations coming due. They expected 
that the assignment would be only temporary, and was 
made to protect all the creditors alike. On Tuesday of 
this week a petition in involuntary bankruptcy was filed 
against the company by creditors. It was alleged that the 
company committed an act of bankruptcy in making the 
assignment. A temporary receiver was appointed. 





Creditors of Sachs & Co. Meet. 
A judgment for $925 was entered on Saturday of last 
week against Fannie Sachs and Max Perle, of Sachs & 
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Co., wholesale dealers in woolen rags, at 390 Pearl street, 
New York. It was obtained by Samuel Foss, one of the 
creditors of the concern, The judgment and entry are 
the result of the alleged financial troubles of the house. 
Max Perle, the managing partner, is reported to be miss- 
ing since March 4, leaving the affairs of the firm in a 
bad condition. The business was established many years 
ago by Wm. Sachs, who died in March, 1800. After his 
death his widow, Fannie Sachs, and her brother, Max 
Perle, carried on the business under the old firm style 
of Sachs & Co. Mrs. Sachs was a silent partner, and left 
the entire management of the business in the hands of her 
brother. Mr. Perle’s absence caused some uneasiness 
among the creditors, and a meeting of the creditors was 
held at the office of Horwitz & Samuels, No. 346 Broad- 
way, on Wednesday, for consultation. Kantrowitz & 
Esberg, the attorneys for Mrs. Sachs, offered to turn over 
the entire business to the creditors if they would give a 
release to Mrs. Sachs. Some of the creditors favored this 
proposition, but one of the creditors opposed it, and no 
definite course was decided upon. Later the creditors ex- 
amined the firm’s books, which were placed at the dis- 
posal of the creditors. As far as learned the liabilities are 
about $12,000. The stock on hand is valued at $4,000, and 
it is not known how much the outstanding accounts are, 
as Mr. Perle kept no ledger. Nothing has been heard of 
Mr. Perle since his disappearance, and it is not known 
whether he is alive or dead. He left a wife and family, 
who have not heard anything from him. Mrs. Sachs in- 
vested all her money in the business and is now left penni- 
less. Mr. Esberg also said that some of the creditors of 
the firm who had been dealing with them for many years 
had come forward and offered to wipe out their claims. 





Receiver for 0. A. Dorman Company. 

New Haven, Conn., March 17, 1902—The O. A. Dor- 
man Company, printer, stationer and bookbinder in all 
branches of the trade, and doing business at 671 and 673 
Chapel street, this city, has applied to the Superior Court 
for the appointment of a receiver. The company is cap- 
italized for $100,000. The reason fos the failure of the con- 
cern is the pressing of claims against the company. Several 









of the banks which have recently held mortgages against 
the company have brought suit to recover on the notes. 
Among these were the Yale National Bank, of this city, 
and the Bristol Savings Bank. The former bank was 
owed $3,500. The corporation owns its own building in 
Chapel street. This was heavily mortgaged and has been 
attached. It is understood that the liabilities will figure 
up about $50,000. 

O. A. Dorman is the president of the company, and his 
son, E. O. Dorman, secretary and treasurer. The follow- 
ing statement is made by the concern: 

“The company is one of the oldest in the stationery 
business in the city, being started early in the seventies, 
O. A. Dorman, the president of the company, being the 
one who started the business, and for several years car- 
ried it on as a bindery, later adding printing and litho- 
graphing. About seven years ago the present company 
was incorporated and the plant on Chapel street was built 
and equipped to accommodate its large production. 
Mr. Dorman’s health gave out just at the critical time 
in the company’s affairs, and since then E. O. Dorman 
has had the management. He attributes the failure to 
the recent suits brought against the company, which 
stopped financial aid at the time. The assets and liabili- 
ties are as yet undetermined.”

Canadian Paper and Pulp Trade. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 
March 17, 1902.—Paper makers here report 
trade brisk, nor do they look for any change until United 
States mills get slack. With United States mills full of 
orders, the recent reduction in the duty does not affect 
Canadian paper makers; but they fully expect to see travel- 
American houses on this side of the line as soon 
as the price gets down to a point where the new duty will 
make it possible to import. They report, too, that Cana- 
dian newspaper publishers are still worrying Finance Min- 
ister Fielding at Ottawa for further reductions in the duty. 
The publishers now want papers valued at more than 2% 
cents put under the new tariff as well as the cheaper grades, 
and also No. 3 print. This latter is believed by paper 
inakers to be too wide a designation, as it would require a 
paper expert at every Canadian custom house to keep 
every kind of paper from coming in under “No. 3 print.” 
The forward spring and the abundant rains have put 
all the wood pulp grinders in Eastern Canada at work 
again. They were held up by low water, and there was 
somewhat of a famine in wood pulg, especially in Quebec 
mills. On the other hand, it is feared that a lot of the 
logs caught in the ice last fall will go out with the ice 
this spring and be lost. L.

FOREIGN NOTEs. 


A dividend of § per cent. has been declared by the First 
Hungarian Paper Industrial Share Company. 


A public company, with a nominal capital of 1,000,000 
kronen, has acquired the straw pulp factory in Arad, 
Austro-Hungary. It is proposed to increase the produc- 
tion to 3,500 tons per annum, and improvements will be 
effected in machinery, &c. 


A company having a nominal capital of £30,000, and 
with its headquarters at Ploesci, Roumania, has recently 
been formed to take over the Scaeni and Cheia paper 
mills, and to trade generally as makers and dealers in 
paper, boards, wood pulp, &c. The greater part of the 
share capital is held by T. Zahareanu. 


The proposal that a mutual understanding be arrived at 
on the part of Norwegian, Swedish, German and Austrian 
cellulose associations in regard to a limitation in the pro- 
duction is still under consideration. The project, accord- 
ing to advices from Stockholm, was recently discussed by 
the Swedish branch of the Scandinavian Association. The 
members expressed their sympathy with the objects in view, 
and it was agreed to refer the subject to a committee. 
Statistics will be prepared, and later a general meeting 
will be held in Stockholm of both the Norwegian and 
Swedish sections to discuss the matter and come to some 
definite understanding. 


Makers of news in Germany are being severely hit 
by the publishers, who strongly protest against any in- 
crease in the import duty. The news mills, on the 
other hand, contend that an increased duty is necessary 
to enable them to meet foreign competition. The pub- 
lishers, in support of their petition, have submitted a 
statement to show that paper makers’ profits average from 
9 per cent. to 10 per cent., but it is contended that the list 
does not apply to news mills proper, whose profits are 
declared to be of a most unsatisfactory nature, if not al- 
most nil. There is some talk of establishing a joint sale 
office of the distribution of mews and other makes. 
and one of the reasons in favor of such a proposal is to 
be better able to meet the increasing competition from 
the United States.

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BRITISH PAPER TOPICS. 


Paper in Fair Call—Sulphite More Active—Olive & Par- 
tington, Ltd.—First Annual Report—Amalgamated 
Society of Paper Makers. 








[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Lonpon, March 6, 1902—There is a very fair paper 
business in progress, but the market is not as active as it 
should be. Mechanical pulp is quiet, but manufacturers 
are firm in their ideas. Sulphite is in better inquiry, and 
prices are firm. 

The first annual meeting of the shareholders of Olive 
& Partington, Ltd., was held recently, and the annual re- 
port, that has been awaited with much interest, was very 
satisfactory. In their report the directors pointed out that 
the gross profits for the year amounted to £48,479 17s 4d., 
out of which the following amounts were provided to De- 
cember 25, tg01: Directors’ remuneration of £100 each, 
payable under Article 76, £500; interest on purchase money, 
£1,428 12s. 7d.; provision for income tax, £1,800; amount 
written off land, buildings, machinery and utensils, £10,000; 
dividend on 5 per cent. cumulative preference shares ‘to 
December 25, 1901, £8,401 16s. 4d.; interim dividend on or- 
dinary shares paid July 19, 1901, £7,478 16s. 8d.; leaving 
still to be dealt with, £18,870 11s. 9d. The directors now 
recommended the declaration of a final dividend on the 
ordinary shares, making 10 per cent. for the year, free of 
income tax, which will absorb the sum of £12,521 3s. 4d., 
leaving as a balance to be carried forward to next account, 
£6,349 8s. 5d. The capital, consisting of 40,000 each £5 
5 per cent. preference shares and £5 ordinary shares, had 
been fully issued-and paid up, £1,340 spent on land, build- 
ings, machinery and utensils, bringing the value up to 
£195,953 9s. 6d., from which £10,000 depreciation had been 
written off. Among the company’s investments were 2,658 
shares of $50 each in the Cushing Sulphite Fibre Com- 
pany, Ltd. (£27,488 5s. 1d.), and a 4 per cent. loan of 
£20,000 to the Kellner-Partington Paper Pulp Company, 
Ltd. The report was unanimously adopted. 

The thirty-first quarterly report (from September 28 to 
December 28, 1901) of the Amalgamated Society of Paper 
Makers has been issued. The total number of members 
is 958. The income for the quarter was £333 11s. Id., and 
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the expenditure £277 19s. 10d., leaving a balance of £55 
11s. 3d. The total amount in Post Office Saving Bank 
is £4,613 3s. od. (including £50 from last quarter's surplus 
and £104 19s. 10d. interest for 1901). The society, it will 
be seen, is in a sound financial position. The following is 
an extract from the report, signed by William Dyson, the 
secretary: “Looking back over the past year, we are 
pleased to see we have made very fair progress, for al- 
though several members have allowed themselves to be 
excluded for non-payment of contributions, and we have 
lost ten by death and one by accident, we have increased 
our membership by thirty-eight, and we have every ap- 
pearance of continuing our progress during the present 
year, seeing that we have nineteen candidates for con- 
sideration at our next meeting. And considering the 
very depressed state of trade (during the past nine months 
especially) we have also been fairly successful financially, 
for after paying no less than £1,188 19s. od. in allowance, 
£100 in death fees and £50 for accident and all other ex- 
penses, we have increased our total value by £44 14s. 7d. 
We would respectfully ask all our members to bring the 
above facts to the notice of their fellow workmen who 
have not yet joined us, when, we are sure, they will at 
once see what an advantage it is to belong to a society 
from which such benefits are to be derived. At the time 
of writing we are pleased to say that trade is showing 
signs of improvement, and the demand upon our funds is 
less than it has been for some time.” BRITON. 


White Mountain Paper Company Construction. 


PortsmoutH, N. H., March 17, 1902.—It is understood 
that the White Mountain Paper Company has had to pay 
the sum of $75,000 for the land at Freeman’s Point, where 
it is to have its paper mill. 

The price of the land took a jump as soon as it was 
known that the corporation wanted it. For instance, one 
piece of property which was taxed at $850 was bought for 
$7,720, while another man offered his land, which he 
would have sold for a few hundred dollars before, for 
$2,500 or $10,000 of the preferred stock of the company. 
He got the $2,500. The entire strip of land was valued 
at about $10,000. 

All of the options have been taken up and the deeds 
registered. 





A Paper Mill for Tacoma, 

Tacoma, Wash., March 12, 1902.—A large pulp and pa- 
per mill, capable of supplying the trade of the entire North- 
west, will be added to the manufacturing industries cen- 
tered in Tacoma in the near future. Half of the capital 
necessary to equip the mill has already been supplied by 
prominent Wisconsin capitalists, to which Henry Hewitt, 
Jr., has added $20,000. An option has been secured on a 
large body of spruce timber, and only the arrangement of a 
few details is necessary before the definite announcement 
of the beginning of operations is made. In discussing the 
matter Mr. Hewitt, who has been largely instrumental in 
getting capital interested in the enterprise, said: 

“A large pulp mill will undoubtedly be established in 
Tacoma within a short time. The first important and de- 
cisive step in the direction was taken yesterday when the 
terms of an option on 700,000 acres of British Columbia 
spruce were agreed upon between ourselves and Vancouver 
parties. If the papers are signed according to our under- 
standing the mill is a certainty. Out of this 700,000 acres 
upon which we are to have an option we will select for 
purchase 130 square miles, on or close to the water’s edge. 
This amount would yield us abundant material for pulp 
for any reasonable length of time. 

“Relying upon the certainty of securing this or other 
timber equally good, the promoters of the mill have sub- 
scribed over half the sum necessary to start the wheels in 
motion with a good supply of pulp on hand. Included in 
this subscription will be $20,000 by myself and $20,000 by 
my nephew, A. Kimberly, of Everett. The sum of $500,000 
is necessary to put the mill on the right working basis. 

“The mill wiil be located in Tacoma and will be large 
enough to supply the trade of the district. Since clear, 
fresh water is necessary, the best location that offers itself 
is about 2 miles up the Puyallup River, where the proper 
conditions can be secured. We would prefer to have 
water power, but another kind may be substituted. Ii 
this location is selected a scow will be necessary to con- 
nect the mill with incoming and outgoing vessels, for we 
expect ultimately to ship large quantities to Australia and 
the Orient. The question of shipping pulp and wood from 
British Columbia or Alaska becomes a small one, for we 
will aim to load vessels that would otherwise return 
empty. Our timber is near the Tacoma Company’s iron 
mines and mutual shipping arrangements could be made.”

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THREE “TOUR” SYSTEM. 


A Machine Tender Writes from Lisbon Falls, Me., in Favor 
of It, and in Criticism of Statements Made in 
the Black River Valley. 


Lisson Farts, Me., March 17, 1902. 
Editor of Paper Trade Journal: 

Dear Sir—Noticing in THe Paper Trapve JourNAL of 
March 13 an article dated Watertown, N. Y., March 12, I 
have something to say as to it and I hope that you will 
give it space in your columns. The article I refer to states, 
first, that this question of eight hours, as adopted by the 
Great Northern Paper Company, has been discussed to 
some extent by the Black River Valley paper makers and 
that they have no liking for it whatever. Now I say these 
people have very little sense, or they know very little 
about paper making. As to the education of a new set of 
men and the consequent flooding of the mills with skilled 
help and lowering wages, who ever heard of any trade 
employing skilled labor being crowded with good help? 
The brick masons’ trade has grown rapidly and steadily 
in the past and its wages have not been reduced. Good, 
skilled men can get good pay any time, and the brightest 
worker of the mills of Watertown will find that there are 
not so many as he thinks who look at this question as he 
does. “The manufacturer’s view is well set forth by one 
of the leading business men of this city,” says the article, 
and the speaker adds that to educate a third more men to 
do the work would produce a surplus of skilled labor. He 
seems to think that no one ever dies or leaves the busi- 
ness. 

He speaks of fast running machines, so I will also. I 
will say that the paper makers of to-day do not last as 
long as they used to. You cannot find gray-headed men 
running machines to-day in the fast running mills, al- 
though there are some men gray headed at thirty years of 
age and twenty-five years of age, and they have enough 
to make them gray. headed, too. If the writer does not 
think so I would like to have him work alongside of me 
for a week and I will guarantee he will have an attack of 
tired feeling before he has worked the week out. He also 
says that a well paid machine tender ought to do his work 
with his brain and that by the proper direction of his 
assistants he can save himself much of the work and worry. 

He instances the fact that the best machine tender in

the Black River Valley is a one-armed man. Now, if he 
takes this for a fair illustration I would suggest that he cut 
the arms off of all of his men and perhaps they could do 
better work. But one-armed men wouldn’t do in a fast 
mill for a minute. A man could use a set of brains and a 
double set of hands to better advantage than he could 
one-half set if he had them. Why, the superintendents 
of fast mills would not hire one-armed men to sweep up 
Again, is the machine tender the only one who is sup- 
posed to get tired? How about his assistant getting tired 
in body and tired also of doing his own work and the 
work of the machine tender too? How long would the 
superintendent of a fast mill allow this to go on? Such a 
machine tender would be looked upon as a shirk, and 
this kind of men—shirks, I refer to—are just what we 
want to rid our trade of. You will find them on the 
road, the proper place for them. 

Again, the shorter hours we get the better. For is not 
life just as sweet to the operators of paper machines as 
to the owners or any other class of men? Shorter hours 
will do the same for the paper maker’s life as it will 
for that of any other man. Here is what shorter hours 
have done for the cigar makers, as set forth by President 
G. W. Perkins, of the Cigar Makers’ International 
Union. What is considered in labor circles as the 
strongest argument ever published in favor of trades 
unions is contained in a table of vital statistics compiled 
by Mr. Perkins. The article covers a period of ten years 
and gives the number of causes of death of members of 
the organization in that time. Of the reported deaths in 
1890 it shows that 49 per cent. were due to consumption 
and lung trouble attributed in a large measure to long 
hours and unsanitary conditions in workshops. In 1895 
the percentage of those who died from consumption was 
reduced to 35 per cent.—a decrease of 14 per cent.; and 
this was again reduced in 1900 to 33 per cent., a decrease 
of 16 per cent. in ten years. The average length of life 
of members of the organization has increased six years 
within a decade, and what is considered even more re- 
markable is the fact that the length of lives of wives and 
mothers of members has increased eight years within the 
same period. 

Now, what shorter hours and better places to work and 
better living will do for the cigar makers will do for 
the paper makers. This remarkable showing and the 
gratifying results are due chiefly to two causes—first, the 
improved condition of the members, such as better wages, 





improved sanitary conditions, more freedom and better liv- 


ing, all brought about solely through the trades union; 
and, second, the shortening of hours of labor. The latter 
has a direct bearing upon the interesting fact that the 
average length of lives of wives of members has increased, 
which can be accounted for by the significant fact that the 
household duties or work of the wife commence one hour 
later and end one hour earlier, and by the further fact that 
as the material conditions of the husband are improved 
by better wages and more leisure, the wife or mother is 
enabled to live better and within more pleasant surround- 
ings. The statistics are extremely valuable, as indicating 
that the length of life of our members and those depend- 
ent upon them is increasing, and that this fact is directly 
traceable and due to the protecting and beneficent influ- 
ence of trades unions. I think this is a good showing for 
the shorter hour system, and I think the manufacturers 
should look to the life and conditions of their help as well 
as to the production of a paper machine, at the same 
time not neglecting their own life and conditions. 

It was said of our Congress in some dealings this coun- 
try had with England that if England objected to any 
measure this country wanted to adopt that its objec- 
tions were strong proof that it would be beneficial to this 
country. Now, cannot we apply this rule to the paper 
making question? If the help ask anything of the manu- 
facturers and the latter kick the same as they are doing 
about shorter hours, is it not strong proof that it is bene- 
ficial to the help? Please grant me space for this in your 
paper. Paper MACHINE TENDER. 


Damage Verdict Against Hinde & Dauch Company. 

Sanbusky, Ohio, March 17, 1902.—The jury in the case 
of John Rhode vs. the Hinde & Dauch Paper Company, 
of this city, returned into court last Monday with a ver- 
dict in favor of the plaintiff, and assessing his damages at 
$1,500. 

Rhode, who is a young married man, was employed at 
defendant’s mill as a paper sawyer, and a year ago his 
right hand was caught in a circular saw, one of his fingers 
being ripped out and his hand rendered practically use- 
less. He claimed that his injury was the result of negli- 
gence on the part of the defendant company, while the 
company disclaimed any liability and alleged contributory 
negligence on Rhode’s part. 

A motion for a new trial has been filed by the defendant 
company.

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The Tariff on Wood Pulp. 


The ‘‘newspaper publishers’ Committee on Free Pulp 
and Paper,” in an appeal urging newspaper editors to 
bombard Senators and Representatives in advocacy of a 
removal of the duty on pulp and paper, says “Our forests 
are threatened and knowledge is taxed.” The first of these 
statements is somewhat peculiar, and the second is Simon 
Pure “bosh.” 

It is the theory of the newspaper publishers, or at least 
it is the theory to which they in their assumed position as 
“philanthropists” laboring for the good of the “dear pub- 
lic” are giving support, that if the duty on pulp is re- 
moved, this of itself will work out salvation for our for- 
ests. Will it? 

At present when we import pulp wood from Canada, 
the Dominion and its people get the benefit of the cutting 
and shipping of the wood, while the United States and the 
men in its pulp mills get the benefit accruing from the 
transformation of the logs into pulp, and subsequently 
into paper. If on the other hand the domestic log is 
used, all the reward of the labor of converting it into 
paper is reaped by the United States and the pulp men. 

The Canadian authorities are being constantly urged to 
absolutely prohibit the export of pulp wood, and only last 
week a mill manager and a forestry expert both read 
papers pointing out the absolute necessity to Canada of 
making such prohibition. Ontario has already enacted 
such a prohibitory act, and it is a fair presumption that it 
is only a question of time when Quebec will follow suit. 
In other words, if the newspaper publishers here should 
win their contention, and Canada should prohibit all ex- 


‘port of pulp wood, the question of duty on pulp wood will 


cut no figure at all, so far as the price of news paper here 
is concerned, for then in order to utilize Canadian wood 
United States manufacturers must niove their plants to the 
Dominion, or depend upon the supplies from our home 
lorests. 

The recent paper trade census here shows that Canada 
furnishes us with about one-sixth of our pulp wood sup- 
ply. This saves our own forests to that extent, and the 
receipt of that amount of Canadian wood acts to some ex- 
tent as a regulator of the price of our domestic supply. 

lf, as the newspaper publishers assert, our forests are 
being wiped out by the pulp industry, those same pub- 
lishers are now merely acting as allies of Canada in her 
effort to build up her pulp and paper industry at our ex- 
pense, while, if it is not true—and it is not, according to 
competent authorities—then these same publishers are in 
the position of helping Canada as against the people of 
the United States who buy their papers. Under any cir- 
cumstances they are not liable to get any cheaper paper. 
lt is more likely that if they succeed in their contention 
the natural tendency of the news paper market will be to 
a higher level. 


New Construction. 

There are not lacking indications that substantial addi- 
tions will be made to the plants and equipments of the pa- 
per industry this year, just as there have been every sum- 
mer of late years, and just as regularly the market seems 
to absorb the new product without any great amount of 
inconvenience. 

In the South a new blotting mill starts its machinery 
this week at Richmond, Va., while in Louisiana there is 
almost completed a mill to make wrapping paper from 
bagasse, while yet other mills in the same section of coun- 
try to use the same kind of stock are projected. From 
Tacoma comes the news of a news and manila mill, the 
capital stock for which is now largely subscribed. In 
Michigan an oid-time member of the trade, who has been 
engaged in work outside its ranks for a while, has re- 
turned to his first love, and is at the head of a company 
that will erect a plant. In Maine there is plenty of new 
construction in the way of the enlargement of old plants 
already planned, while in Northern New York there are 
four or five projects that will result in paper and pulp 
mills, some of which will market their product this year. 
In New Hampshire there is new work already provided 
for on a large scale, and yet other and smaller enterprises 
are being worked out in the way of preliminary Work.

In Canada there is plenty of pulp and paper mill con- 


struction in sight, both on paper and in actual process, and 
this summer will witness a substantial extension of the 
industry in the Dominion. 

This building of new plants, and the enlarging and im- 
proving of ones already erected, of course, put the archi- 
tects, builders and machinery and supply men in a happy 


frame of mind. They are busy, and there is abroad an 


air of prosperity and contentment that is extremely satis 
tying. 

The combination talk, together with a good demand for 
product, seems to have put new life into the board men, 
and they have been advancing prices. The straw board 
manufacturers tacked on $2 a ton for boards delivered in 
the Eastern trade, while one of the signs showing that the 
market is no longer a buyer's is the fact that the New York 
dealers have agreed to charge $3 a ton for less than carload 
lots, just as they used to do in the good old days. The 
news board men have issued a new list, while some of the 
pulp board men have gotten their courage and boards up 
at the same time. The board manufacturer has an im- 
pression that he has been the “under dog” for a long time, 
and it is now about time that he should let the buyer have 
that undesirable role for a short time at least. 


In the Ontario Legislature they have been fixing up some 
new concessions to pulp and paper companies, and the 
process has involved a merry row, in which the contest 
ants have used rather hot tempered language, the Oppo- 
sition claiming that the Government was giving away the 
people’s property, the Government, on the other hand, re- 
plying that it was following out a policy that was induc- 
ing the investing of capital in Canadian property. The 
wrangle was a very pretty one while it lasted. The am- 
munition for the Opposition seems to have been furnished 
by the American newspaper publishers, who are howling 
It, however, seems to have been of an 
inferior quality, as the Government won its case with ease.

The shipments of paper from the port of New York this 
week aggregated $76,194, a very fair amount. Of this 
amount Australia took goods to the value of $51,519, Lon- 
don to the value of $7,344, Manchester $1,912, and British 
West Indies $1,138, so that there was not a great deal left 
for other than British buyers. However, Mexico managed 
to have orders filled to the extent of $2,898. 


We recently pointed out that there was a determination 
on the part of some people that there should be a new wall 
paper combination, but that before it could be formed there 
would have to be a clearing out of some of the present 
firms. The condition of the wall paper market lends color 
to this proposition, and the color is heightened by the 
failure of one wall paper stainer this week. 


As announced in last week’s issue of THe Paper Trape 
JourNAL, the New York Senate last week passed a bill 
permitting building operations and the cutting of timber 
in the Adirondack Forest Preserve. Later some of the 
Senators said that they had not voted in favor of the bill 
recorded. As a result the measure was recalled and is 
again under consideration. 


Thanks to the good offices of Governor W. Murray 
Crane, the weli-known paper maker, the teamsters’ strike 
in Boston has been settled and shipments of merchandise 
are going forward as usual. Governor Crane has won a 
very substantial reputation for giving a very practical turn 
to his efforts in whatever direction they may be exerted.

Joun CARNEY. 

Utica, N. Y., March 17, 1902.—John Carney, of Carney 
Brothers, packers and dealers in rags and paper stock, 
died last week at his home, 43 Cottage place, in this city. 

John Carney was born in this city, June 10, 1842, and 
was the son of Valentine and Ellen Carney. He was edu- 
cated in the public schools and his first business occupa- 
tion was as clerk in the grocery store of the late Alderman 
Devlin. He rose rapidly in the esteem and confidence oi 
his employer and for two or three years conducted the 
business for him. 

Leaving Utica he went to Memphis, Tenn., where he 
became bookkeeper in a large cotton brokerage concern 
Later he rose to a managerial capacity, and his business 
took him all over the South. He was connected with the 
Memphis concern for a period of about eight years, and 
when he gave up his position he returned to Utica and 
entered the Central-Hudson freight office as clerk. -He 
held this position for two years and then entered into 
copartnership with his brother, P. H. Carney. This was 
in 1871, and since that time the firm of Carney Brothers 
has been known as one of the most reliable and substan 
tial in Central New York. The deceased was a man of 
great energy and found his principal pleasure at his busi 
ness and in his home. In politics he was a Democrat of 
the old school, and for two terms served the Ninth Ward 
in the capacity of alderman. He applied business princi 
ples to the discharge of his duties and took much pride 
in the handling of the affairs of his office. His constitu- 
ents regarded him as a safe man and his associates in the 
circle 6ften found recourse to his counsel and advice. 

Mr. Carney was vice-president and a director of the 
Utica Paving Company. He wasa member of the Demo- 
cratic association of the city of Utica and the county of 
Oneida and the Utica Chamber of Commerce.

News FRoM THE MILLs. 


There is talk of building a new paper mill at Man 
chester, N. H.

The pulp mill of Johnston & Gebbie, Port Leyden, 
N. Y., which was seriously damaged by high water in 
December, is again in operation. 

The masonry work for the large addition to the Mitti- 
neague Paper Company's mill, Mittineague, Mass., has 
been started, and will be pushed rapidly, now that the 
weather is good. 

Ralph Stevens, twenty-four years old, was killed last 
week in the International Paper Company’s plant. Ste- 
vens was working near some machinery. His clothing 
caught in a pulley and he was whirled several times around 
a shaft, The body was badly mangled. 

William Slack is suing the West Muncie Straw Board 
Company, the Consumers Paper Company and the Mun- 
cie Pulp Company, Muncie, Ind., claiming $5,000 damages 
for polluting the stream which runs through his farm, 4 
miles east of Muncie. He also asks for a restraining 
order. 

High water has bothered manufacturers to some extent 
in the Black River (N. Y.) district during the past few 
days. The International Company’s Ontario Mill was 
obliged to stop operations Monday. The snow in the 
Adirondacks, however, is said to have mostly melted and 
further trouble is not expected. 

The Brownville (N. Y.) Board Company is having a 
good demand for its product, which at the present time is 
largely manila tag and similar goods. J. M. Gamble, of 
this company, returned Saturday from an extended trip 
through the West, and he reports trade conditions “never 
better” since his connection with the paper business. 

The mills of Western Massachusetts are now shipping 
freight to Boston and orders are being filled as promptly 
as possible, the strike of the freight handlers in that city 
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having been settled enough to allow the transportation of 
freight. While all of the mills were inconvenienced some- 
what, advices state that no serious loss was sustained by 
any of the mills. 

The American Writing Paper Company is to place 
new boilers in both the upper and lower Baird mills, 
Lee, Mass., during the coming season. A pipe line will 
be run between the mills and by furnishing steam first 
from the upper, then from the lower mill, for both mills, 
it is hoped to keep the entire plant running while the 
new work is going on. 

The Rockland Paper Mill at Palmertown, Conn., was 
obliged to shut down last week to make repairs caused 
by an accident. The pin holding the piston rod to the 
crank broke. A cylinder head was driven out and chaos 
reigned for a time about the engine room. By the time 
the machinery was stopped considerable damage had been 
wrought, necessitating much labor to repair. 

Jesse Watts, an employee at the Rockland, Palmer- 
town, Conn., Paper Mill, had a narrow escape from 
serious injury on Friday. He was stepping over one 
shaft in the mill, and losing his balance stepped onto 
another shaft and fell, striking a third shaft. He was con- 
siderably bruised by the fall, and had a narrow escape 
from broken ribs and other possible injuries. 

The Brownville (N. Y.) Paper Company is preparing 
to install an additional machine in its plant at Brown- 
ville. There is an excellent demand for the specialties 
turned out at this company’s mill and increased capacity 
is mecessary to keep up with orders. The new 110-inch 
machine that will soon be ready to run will enable the 
company to keep pace with the demand for its goods. 


Robert Sparks, of Lockport, N. Y., was quite seriously 
injured at the Traders Paper Company’s mill last week. 
The young man’s coat collar caught in a set screw that 
held a pulley to a shaft. He was yanked up and was 
slowly strangling when a fellow workman saw him and 
stopped the machinery, releasing Sparks. He was un- 
conscious for over an hour, but the physicians finally 
saved him. ; 

The Lockport (N. Y.) Sulphite Works has just com- 
pleted a pulp conveyor over 4,000 feet in length. It is a 
spiral made of 6-inch galvanized iron pipe and is laid on 
spiles along the Eighteen Mile Creek. It is used to con- 


vey the crushed pulp from the grinders at the Lockport 


Pulp Company’s mill and the Franklin Pulp Mill. This 
connects the local pulp mills and greatly facilitates the 
handling of the pulp. 


The Remington-Martin Company, which will soon be 
ready to make paper at its new plant at Norfolk, St. 
Lawrence County, N. Y., owns a large tract of land 
heavily timbered with spruce in the Province of Quebec. 
The pulp timber from this tract can readily be delivered 
at the mill by the Grand Trunk and New York Central 
railroads, and there is enough of it in sight to last for a 
long term of years. 


The West End Paper Company will soon begin work 
on its plant. The company purchased the asbestos cas- 
ket plant of Dr. F. E. Robinson at Carthage, and the 
buildings already erected are large enough for a one 
machine mill. Some additions will be made, however, 
for a wood pulp plant which will be equipped by the 
Carthage Machine Company and the Bagley & Sewall 
Conmipany. The Rice, Barton & Fales Iron and Machine 
Company will supply a 132-inch machine for this mill. 


While engaged at a rewinding machine at the plant of 
the International Paper Company, Herkimer, N. Y., last 
week, William Murnane accidentally had his hand and 
arm caught between two of the rollers. The members 
were badly bruised and the injury was very painful. Mr. 
Murnane, who had but lately got back to work, is par- 
ticularly unfortunate, having some time since sustained a 
fracture of the Jeg, which detained him at home for a con- 
siderable time, and which he received while at work at 
the same kind of machine at which he was injured last 
week, 


The Standard Paper Manufacturing Company, Rich 
mond, Va., will start its new mill this week. The company 
secured the site and buildings of the old Manchester Cot- 
ton Miils last fall, and since that time has worked marvels 
in the matter of remodeling and adapting the pliant for 
modern manufacturing purposes. Situated on the Man- 
chester Canal, with the Southern Railroad tracks at its 
doors, and a fine fall of water, developing 350 horse power 
over a vertical turbine, which is also supplemented by 160 
horse power steam. These gentlemen have one of the finest 
properties in that section. The mills will be run on blot- 
ting and matrix papers.

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CANADIAN CROWN LANDS FORESTS. 


E. G. Joly de Lotbiniere Points Out Dangers to Them 
and Suggests Safeguards That He Argues 
Should Be Adopted. 





One of the papers read before the Canadian Forestry 
Association at its recent meeting, as noted in last week’s 
issue of THe Paper TRADE JouRNAL, was entitled “The 
danger threatening the Crown Lands forests of the Prov- 
ince of Quebec through the cutting of pulp wood as at 
present sanctioned by the regulations concerning ‘woods 


and forests,’”’ the author being E. G. Joly de Lotbiniere, 


of Quebec. 

The author, in his paper, reports as to his investigations 
into the matter of the rate of growth of spruce, hemlock, 
poplar, tamarack, balsam and aspen, and his conclusions 
are as follows: 

The result of my investigations, such as they are, lead 
me to conclude that, if we are to secure a continuous sup- 
ply of pulp wood and at the same time give our forests a 
proper measure of protection, so as to permit of “natural 
renewal,” paragraph 12 of the regulations concerning 
“woods and forests” should be amended by prohibiting 
the felling of white spruce and hemlock under 13 inches, 
and that of black spruce, balsam, aspen and poplar under 9 
inches, on the stump. Tamarack, whenever it is dead, dying 
or suffering from the ravages of the “saw fly grub,” should 
be cut irrespective of any diameter restrictions. 

If, however, I am wrong in my views as to the time 
necessary for a forest to recover from the ravages caused 
by the ill regulated cutting of pulp wood, if a forest after 
twenty years can offer the lumberman a second crop of a 
remunerative nature, well, let us be thankful; but on one 
point, which I now wish to mention, I confidently expect 
to have the support of all those who take an interest in 
the development of our forest resources, and that is, “the 
absolute prohibition of the export of pulp wood, in its raw 
or unmanufactured state.” 

If nature has supplied us with a vast quantity of this 
valuable wood, infinitely more than we need, or may ever 
need, for our own use, by all means let us dispose of our 
surplus; but in doing so, let those who need it come to 
the Province of Quebec to get it. Let them purchase their 
limits, erect their mills and manufacture the raw material 
here. Their millions should be spent on Canadian soil. 
By adopting such a policy we will, at least, derive the 
largest possible benefit from the impoverishment of the 
Provincial domain. We have a right, as Canadians and 
inhabitants of the Province of Quebec, to protest in every 
legitimate way open to us against the export of our pulp 
wood; nay, more, it is our duty to do so, and we should 
never rest satisfied until the manufacture of our raw ma 
terial takes place on our own soil. 

On January 18, 1900, the Government woke up to the

fact that measures should be taken to check the export 
of our pulp wood, and a charge of $1.90 per cord was im- 
posed on all stuff destined for export. Had this wise pro- 
vision been adhered to, foreign capital, to a very large 
extent, would have been already invested in the Province, 
and thousands of Canadians, now earning a living in the 
United States, would have returned to their homes with 
the assurance of finding constant and remunerative em- 
ployment in their own country. But it was not to be. 
The Government’s wise and conservative policy was evi- 
dently regarded with disfavor by parties possessing large 
political influence. The welfare of the Province had to 
give way to private interests, for on June 1, 1901, the 
charge was reduced from $1.90 to its present rate of 65 
cents, which is hardly of a nature to discourage export. 

Ontario has been far wiser than Quebec in the manage- 
ment of its pulp wood lands. In 1900, upon the report of 
the Honorable Commissioner of Crown Lands for Ontario, 
an order-in-council was passed absolutely prohibiting the 
export of pulp wood cut on the lands of the Crown. From 
April 30, 1900, every license or permit to cut spruce or 
other soit wood suitable for manufacturing pulp or paper 
on the Crown lands was issued subject to the condition 
that all such timber be manufactured in Canada into mer- 
chantabie pulp or paper, or into sawn lumber, wooden 
ware, utensils or other articles of commerce or merchan- 
dise, 2s distinguished from the said spruce or other timber 
in its raw or unmanufactured state. 

As a result of this wise restriction, several large Amer- 
ican companies have already taken up Crown pulp lands 
and have spent vast sums in the erection and working of 
their mills. 

The Province of British Columbia has also been wise 
enough to insert the following clause in all timber leases 
of Crown lands: 

“Provided, further, that all timber cut from the said land 
must be manufactured within the confines of the Province 
of British Columbia; otherwise the timber so cut may be 
seized and forfeited to the Crown, and the lease canceled.” 

Why should not Quebec be able to do what Ontario 
and British Columbia have done? 

This question is one of importance, not only to the 
Province of Quebec but to the whole of Canada, and the 
earnest efforts of this association and of all those who take 
an interest in the prosperity of the country should be di- 
rected toward opening the eyes of our Provincial Govern- 
ment to the advantages which will accrue, not only to the 
Provincial exchequer but also to the working and indus- 
trial classes at large, by the absolute prohibition of the 
export of our pulp wood in its unmanufactured state. 

This much needed’ reform could be brought about by 
the insertion in all timber licenses and permits of a clause 
forbidding the export of pulp wood, or by raising the 
dues on wood for export to a practically prohibitive fig- 
ure. Should the Province of Quebec refuse to take action 
in the matter, pressure should be brought to bear on the 
Federal Government to impose an export duty on the 
unmanufactured article of such a nature as would render 
the export impossible. Efforts, I am aware, have already 
been made in this direction, so far without success; but 
that is no reason why the agitation should not be con- 








tinued, and more earnestly than ever, until the desired end 
is secured. . ; 
In conclusion I wish to draw the attention of this asso- 
ciation to the thoroughly unreliable data furnished the 
public by the Provincial Government as to the quantity of 
pulp wood manufactured annually on the Crown lands. 
It would appear by the annual statement of spruce and 
pulp wood manufactured on Crown lands that in 
1895—213,237,200 feet B. M. spruce were cut and 7,111 7-10 
cords pulp wood : 

1896—270,156,800 feet B. M. spruce were cut and 11,778% 
cords pulp wood. 

1897—276,482,200 feet B. M. spruce were cut and 4,015 
cords pulp wood. 

1898—371,628,571 feet B. M. spruce were cut and 4,451% 
cords pulp wood. : 

1899—303,3903.832 feet B. M. spruce were cut and 3,80634 
cords pulp wood. 

iodo aches dade feet B. M. spruce were cut and 6,926 
cords pulp wood. 

Now, these returns are clearly erroneous, as far as pulp 
wood is concerned, and there is but one rational explana- 
tion of these misleading and insufficient statements. 

The department evidently only keeps account of what- 
ever timber is made into pulp wood on or near the spot 
where it was cut, piled and measured. All spruce and 
other wood destined for pulp, which is floated to the mills 
in logs and there cut into pulp wood, is completely left 
out of its calculations. This condition of things should 
be remedied at once, for not only the Department of Lands 
and Forests, but the public as well, should be in a posi- 
tion to know how many cords of pulp wood are annually 
made on the Crown lands, how many find their way to 


foreign markets, and how many are manufactured at 
home. 
The Government should take the necessary steps to 


oblige limit holders to declare what proportion of their 
cut was converted into pulp wood, what used at home and 
what exported. In no other way can a true and accurate 
account be kept of the annual cut of pulp wood on our 
Crown lands, 





Lydall & Foulds’ Dam Goes Out. 


MancuesterR, Conn., March 17, 1902.—The Lydall & 
Foulds paper mill dam at Parkerville, a mile east of here, 
was washed away last week. It was a stone dam 150 feet 
long and 30 feet high. A few hundred feet from the dam 
are the Highland Division tracks, and the water rushed 
over them, washing deep gullies beneath the ties and rails 
for several rods. The water passes beneath the tracks 
through a culvert and the west wing wall was undermined 
The breaking of the dam and the damage to the tracks 
were reported by telephone a few minutes after the acci- 
dent. The west bound trains due at 7:35 and 9:53 switched 
to the eastbound track at Vernon and passed over the dam- 
aged place with but little delay.

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PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Adjustment of the Paper Machine Shake—Independent 
Means for Driving Breast Roll—Tool for 
Rossing or Peeling Wood. 





John W. Moore and Joseph Atwood White, of Philadel- 
phia, f’a., have been granted patent No. 694,772, covering 
an improved vertical adjustment of the shake frame of a 
Fourdrinier paper machine, and particularly the frame de- 
scribed in the letters patent of the United States granted 
to the same inventors on February 28, 1899, No. 620,548. 

Fig. 1 is a side view of sufficient of a paper making ma- 
chine to illustrate the invention. Fig. 2 is a sectional view 
showing the flexible connection between the pedestal and 
the shake frame and the means for adjusting the shake 
trame. Fig. 3 is a face view of Fig. 2 on the line 3 3, and 
Figs. 4 and 5 are views showing other forms of the means 
of adjustment. 

A is the fixed frame of a paper making machine. B is 
the shake frame, in the present instance consisting of up- 
per and lower rails b b’, secured to the fixed frame A at

tion. Fig. 2 is an end view of the construction shown 
in Fig. 1, the view being taken in the direction of the 
arrow 2 in said figure. Fig. 3 is a plan view, and Fig. 4 
are detail views illustrating a modified form of construc- 
tion. 1 indicates the fixed portion of the frame of the 
machine. This fixed portion of the frame serves to sup- 
port the usual suction boxes 2 and has pivoted to it the 
side rails 3 of the shaking frame. The shaking frame 
employed may be of any usual construction, but will 
preferably be that described in patent No. 675,072, dated 
May 28, 1oo1. It is sufficient to say that the rails 3 are con- 
nected at their forward ends to the upper ends of a U- 
shaped irame 4, said U-shaped frame being further con- 
nected to the rails by means of struts 5. This U-shaped 
frame serves to support the breast roll 6, this roll being 
mounted in suitable bearings 7. 

The shaking frame preferably will be 
the connections between the frame and 
the springs being such as to permit vertical adjust- 
ment of the frame.

third shaft 35 is provided in the construction shown, sup- 
ported in suitable bearings on standards 36.

It may be here remarked that it is desirable to provide 
means which will compensate for any inequality between 
the surface speed of the wire and the breast roll, this com- 


pensating means being of such a character as to insure 
that the breast roll will always move at the same surface 
speed as the wire, for if the two do not move at the same 
surface speed the wire will rub on the roll and become 
worn. In the form of machine shown, the belt 38 is so 
constructed that it will slip with relation to its driving 
pulley. Should, therefore, the driving mechanism tend to 
drive the shaft 35, which carries the belt pulley 37, and 
which is connected to the breast roll shaft by means to be 
hereinafter described, at a speed which will cause the sur- 
face of the breast roll to move at a speed which does not 
correspond to the speed of the wire, the belt will slip with 
relation to its pulleys.. Any tendency to drive the breast 
roll at a surface speed which does not correspond to the 
speed of the wire will therefore be immediately corrected 
by this compensating mechanism. 

The connections between the shaft 35 and the breast roll 
shaft may be of any suitable character, but should be such 
as to permit the lengthwise movement of the breast roll 
shaft due to the movement of the shaking frame. In the 
preferred form of the construction a flexible shaft 40 is 
provided, being connected to the shaft 35 and to the breast 
roll shaft. As the shaking frame is vibrated, therefore, 
this flexible shaft maintains the connection between the 
shaft 35 and the breast roll shaft without in any way in- 
terfering with the lengthwise movement of the breast roll 
shaft produced by the movement of the shaking frame. 

In Fig. 4 there is illustrated a modification of the con- 
nections by which the breast roll shaft is driven and at 
the same time permitted to have the lengthwise movement 
due to the action of the shaking frame. In this construc- 
tion the shaft 35 is connected directly to the breast roll 
shaft and is mounted in bearings 41, said bearings being 
adjustably connected to spring supports 42, which corre- 
spond in all respects to the spring supports 8, on which 
the shaking section is mounted. As the shaking section is 
vibrated, therefore, the spring supports 42 will also be vi- 
brated, and the shaft 35 will partake of the movements 
of the breast roll shaft. The belt 38 will of course permit 
the sidewise movement of the pulley 37, especially in view 
of the fact that the amplitude of the vibrations of the 
pulley is small. When the slipping belt is employed as a 
compensating device, means should be provided to control 
the tension of the belt with accuracy. In the construction 
shown, therefore, there is provided a belt tightener which 
consists of a pulley 43, said pulley being mounted in bent 
levers 44, which are loosely supported on the shaft 35. 
These bent levers 44 are connected to a perforated block 
45. through which passes a vertical shaft 46, said shaft 
being provided with a hand wheel 47, and at its lower end 
engaging a threaded bearing in a block 48, secured at any 
suitable point—as, for instance, to the floor which supports 
the machine. This vertical shaft carries a collar 49, which 
bears upon the perfurated block 48. A lock nut 50 may be 
employed to hold the shaft in adjusted position.

PAPER —In the opinion of the trade the current de- 
mand for paper is not quite as active as it should be at 
this time of year. There is, however, a good movement in 
all grades, but the volume of business now being done 
is less than was hoped for in March. Both the jobbers 
and the mill agents report that orders are not as numer- 
ous as they were a short time ago. Still, although the 
demand is just a little slack, there has been as yet no 
material lowering of quotations. This is due to the fact 
that as a general thing the mills are pretty well supplied 
with orders. Some of them, however, are filling orders 
with greater despatch than formerly. Of all the different 
kinds of paper there is no doubt that News paper leads, 
as far as firmness is concerned. Together with being 
scarce and in good demand, News is greatly strengthened 
just now owing to the fear on the part of the manufac- 
turers that serious labor troubles may occur at any mo- 
ment. In regard to the quotation on News paper it is 
said that 2.30c. for rolls and 2%c. for sheets represent the 
market prices. Contracts are not being accepted as a 
rule. Book papers are not in such heavy demand as they 
were a short time ago. Still, the falling off in the demand 
has not as yet affected quotations very much. The min- 
imum figures are 3%c. and 3%c. on Machine Finished 
and Super respectively. The manufacturers making the 
better grades of Book continue to ask 4c. and 4%c. for 
their Supers. Some of the Book mills are now able to 
make comparatively quick shipments on new orders. 
Manilas are reported not as strong as the other grades of 
paper. The wood Manilas are supposed to be a shade 
firmer this week in sympathy with News paper. Fibres 
are also reported as a little firmer. Writings are un- 
changed. Boards of all kinds are scarce and high. The 
mills are reported full of orders. We quote:
